The work of  Britain’s 
geologists In World War II, now 
tho subject of a specinl exhibi- 
tion at the Museum of Practical 
Geology in’, London, is an 
impreasivo story of. Invaluable 
ald to the Allied cause. ’ 


No mojor plan for’ operations 
overscag was underlaken. before the 
geologist had been consulted In 
order that the military authoritles 
might know all the geological factors 
which could influence the selection of 
an orea for attack, the advance of 
large forces and the maintenance of 
supplies. i : 

Field inspection, of course, was 
Imposelble, so the geologists had to 
make thelr decisions from publshcd 
reports and ocerlal recohnalssance, 
and the data available was scanty 
indeed. 

Port of their work was to produce 
anything from small scale mops of 
a whole continent to detailed charts 
of, for example, landing -beaches, 
each devoted to some special problem 
as the sithhg of temporary airficlds 
or the shoreline deposits of peat. 
Tho indefatigable geologists also 
andwered such queries as the request 
for details of the nature of rocks

flour. Since that time there has 
been a stendy stream of supplics 
channeled to Canton, both for dis- 
tribution within Kwangtung and for 
trans-shipment - to Hunan — and 
Kwanesi. i 

UNRRA's function throughout the 
relicf operations in China is to advise 
CNRRA and other 
agencies which undertake the actual 
distribution and opcratton of relict 
and rehabilitation work. From 
November 30 there were 53 foreign 
personne) on UNRRA staff In 
Kwangtung, 31 of whom were  as- 
signed directly to CNRRA as pro- 
gramme personnel and who, under 
the direction of their Chinese 
supervisors, engages ,in direct 
operations. 


Relicf for Kwangtung -. 

In reviewing the work of the Jast 
12 months, Mr .Martin states. that 
UNRRA has brought to Kwangtung 
55,000 long tons of food, about 1,850 
boxcars of food—or abottt 200 com- 
plete trainloads of food. In addi- 
tion, 35,000 tons of food_have been 
trans-shipped from Canton. to 
Kwangs! Province and 14,000 to 
Hunan Province. -* 

The food has been distributed to 
the needy direct, to Institutions 
serving the poor and for distribution 
to workers on relief projects such os 
the repair of the Tsingyuen dyke, 
sponsored by the KIRC. which pro- 
tects 200,000 mow of farmland, some 
COO villages, and approximately 
70,000 people, Over 300,000 persons 
benefited from the 500 tons. of rice, 
flour and cash distributed on this 
project. ; 

Since February’ cquipment has 
been arriving for the rehabilitation 
of the Kowloon-Canton-Hankow 
rallway. Elghteen locomotiyes, 1,300 
railway avagons, 240,000 sleepers and 
45,000 rails have been received. 
Some of the locomotives and rall- 
way wagons are types which had not 
previously operated, {n China. 

Medical supplics and cquipment 
have also been received,. including a 
600-bed prefabricated hospital unit 
now In process of erection in Canton.

Many Ships Arrive 

Within «the last 12 months some
